Baltimore, September 26—^Governor 
Ritchie today replied to Governor Mil­ 
ler, of New York, declining to return 
to that state Walter B. Socolow, ac­ 
cused of the murder of William 
B. 
Norris, on a public street here last 
August 18. 
The Maryland governor’s reply was 
sent before the letter received 
from 
the New York executive to Governor* 
Ritchie basing his answer bn the text 
of Governor Miller’s letter as publish­ 
ed in the 
newspapers this morning. 
While regretting any improprieties 
that there may have been in the con­ 
duct of Marylanders in abducting So- 
icolow, Governor Ritchie maintained in 
I his letter to Governor Miller that the 
return of Socolow to New York would 
merely cause 
a delay, which would 
weaken the confidence of the public in 
the 
administration of the 
criminal 
law. 
Governor Ritchie says in his letter: 
“Socolow is actually db trial today 
in the 
criminal courts of Baltimore 
city, charged 
with a murder 
which 
shocked the 
entire community. 
He 
| has committed no crime against the 
1 laws of New 
York and if returned 
there now the New York courts must 
inevitably send him bade again, sub­ 
ject to delays of one or more writs of 
habeas corpus, which would undoubt­ 
edly be issued and which could have 
no possible purposes except unjusti­ 
fiable delay”

SENATOR WATSON DIES 


Georgian Succumbs in Washington to 
Asthma Attack.

Washington, September 26— United 
States Senator Thomas E. Watson, of 
Georgia, 
died suddenly at 
his home 
here early today. 
Death was said to 
be due to an acute attack of asthma 
from which Senator Watson had suf­ 
fered recurrently for some years. He 
was stricken 
suddenly after 
dinner 
last night 
and passed away 
shortly 
after 3 o’clock this morning. 
He was 
66 years old. 
The body of 
Senator 
Watson will be taken to his home at 
Thomson, Georgia, this afternoon. He 
already had made 
reservations on 
a 
train leaving at that time to spend the 
congressional vacation at his home. 
The senator is survived by widow 
and two grandchildren. 
Although having served a 
short 
time in the Senate, Senator Watson’s 
oratory and fiery

At this season the parasites of decay are very active. 
Vegetation dies; fruits ripen and rot. 
Disease 
germs 
abound. 
And people get careless. 


In tile heat of midsummer unchilled food spoils so quickly 
that to save it at all people have to keep the refrigerator 
well iced. In Fall the heat is less intense and less prolong­ 
ed and that puts people off their guard. 
They forget that 
some days are hot even when the nights are cool. 
They also forget that unless food is kept chilled all the 
time it will spoil just as surely on a warm day as on a hot 
day, hut not quite so fast. 


W hatever the temperature may be outdoors—hut, warm 
or cool— the temperature in your ice-box should always 
be the same—that is ice cold. Otherwise your milk, meat, 
butter and eggs will not keep. 
Bacteria breed above a 
certain tem perature—aboue 50 degrees for most foods, 
and at GO degrees they breed very fast. 
That starts de- 
c ay . 


If the fall proves hot, you will use a lot of ice and must 
have it; if it turns cool you will use but little ice to keep 
your refrigerator ice cold. 
You don’t have til think of the 
w eather. 
Keep your ice chamber filled. 
That will pro­ 
tect your food all the time and cost you only 
what the 
weather may melt. 


It is both wasteful and unsafe to let your ice get low be­ 
cause the weather is a bit cooler.
